was also returning to Paotivgfu, as’ there 
srereno Chinese troops in thespheresigued 
to the Germans, but large parties of 
Boxers have been reported moving south of 
the road from Chengtingfu to Huoluhsion, 
Tsinghing and the Kukuan Pass, and this 
is within the territory assigued for occupa- 
tion and pacification to the French.

Is a leading article headed ** Russia and 
the Powers,” the ‘'Economist” of the 
16th of March say: 

So far as England herself is concerned, 
there are not a few able political thinkers 
here who desire, not an entangling alliance, 
but a good understanding with Russia. 
They think such a policy woul cost us far 
ess, both in money and in dignity, than » 
perpetual series of bickerings from which 
England derives no possible advantage, 
and which irritate Russia, while making 
her more resolute than ever in her policy. 
For good or for evil, we are intimately 
involved in Russian’ progress; if that 
progress is inevitable, why should we not 
cordially recognise it? “For that policy 
much ix to be suid, and we have little 
doubt thst if it could be carried out, a 
greater sense of security would prevail. 
But it is this winding, s-cret, aloof’ policy 
of Russia, as exemplified in regard to 
Manchuria, which helps to block the way 
to an understanding. Will the Russian 
Government place its cards on the table? 
Will it exercise due control over distant 
officials and diplomatists? Will it show 
to the world an open, frank diplomacy ? 
Will it adhere definitely to promises onco 
made? Will it learn to act with others 
rather than always for its own hand?

or missionaries, has already been the 
subject of deliberation between my- 
self and the several Consuls, and it 
was undertaken that the authorities 
would do all in their power to 
maintain order to insure the mutual 
friendly relations of China and other 
countries. I have already dispatched 
soldiers and officers to. make rigorous 
and searching enquiry; the civil 
and military officials. ‘everywhere 
have been made responsible for the 
due execution of my orders; I have 
also issued a Proclamation addressed 
to the whole civil and military 
opulation, and have let it be widely 
Known that Chinese and foreigners 
have no intention but of remaining 
on terms of amity.” It need hardly 
be pointed out that the success of the 
Yangtze and Southern Viceroys last 
year in maintaining order in very 
critical times proves what we have 
always urged, that the officials can 
control the people if they are deter- 
mined to do so. 

The report of Consul O’Brien 
Butler on the situation at Wenchow 
and the reasons why the port was 
evacuated is given in full and 
occupies nearly three pages of the 
Blue Book. An indefensible position, 
with no telegraph, and a steamer 
only calling occasionally, an incap- 
able Taotai, an anti-foreign prefect 
and General, and reports that an 
army of Boxers and rebéls were on 
their way to attack the city and 
murder all the foreigners and Chris- 
tians there, were the reasons for the

withdrawal, though it should be 
added that the Consul says that the 
missionaries “were not at all 
anxious to go away and leave 
their converts to the tender mercies 
of the crowd.” In this case as in 
the case of Chungking, harsh things 
have been said about the’ with- 
drawal, but in both cases it would 
be well if the crities would wy 
and put themselves in the place of the 
officials, remembering the tremendous 
responsibility they had to assume, and 
the charge of rashness that: would 
have been brought against them if 
they had recommended the foreigners 
in their charge to stay, and loss of 
life had resulted. . 

On the 29th of August Sir Charles 
Scott reports to Lord Salisbury a con- 
versation he had had with Count 
Lamsdorff in reference to the intended 
withdrawal of the Russian force from 
Peking:— 

His Excellency did not conceal from me 
the serious fears he entertained with re~ 
wer of confiding to a small 
joree, which iad proved 
ficient for its declared gbject of relic 
ing the Legations, the additional task 
involved in the re-establishment and main- 
tenance of order in Peking, where no 
Chinese Government exists at present, and 
where, as long as the troops of the foreign 
Powers remain, none is likely to exist. 

It is solemnly declared in the Circular 
hat His Imperial Majesty has firmly d 
cided to evacuate all points on Chinese 
torritory temporarily occupied by his 
troops as soon as the restoration of rela- 
tions and order has been effected; and, 
further, that control over the railway lines 
now provisionally held, as well as the Cus- 
toms at Newchwang, will be given up, and 
handed over again to their former manage- 
ment. 

Instructions have been received by my 
French and Italian colleagues to point out 
to the Russian Government the possibly 
dangerous consequences that might ensue 
from the withdrawal from Peking of the 
jonal forces and the M I 
ind. however, that the Russian 
and Minister have received posi- 
tive instructions, and Count Lamsdorif 
holds that complications even more serious 
and dangerous might be brought about by 
the prolonged presence at Peking of the 
international troops than by their with- 
His Excellency's opinion is that 
when the Emperor and Empress Dowager 
have returned to Peking, the allies will be 
able to conduct more successful negotia- 
tions with them from their position at 
Taku and Tientsi 

A similar statement was made by 
the Russian Chargé at Washington 
to the U. S. State Department, and 
that Department replied in a memo- 
randum, from which the following is 
an extract -— 

“While we agree that the immediate 
object for which the military forces of the 
Powers have been co-operating, viz., the 
relief of the Ministers at Peking, has been 
accomplishad, there still remain the other 
purposes, which all the Powers have in 
common, which are referred to in the com- 
munication of the Russian Chargé, and 
which were specially enumerated in_our 
note to the Powers of the 3rd July. ‘These 
are to afford all possible protection every- 
where in China to foreign life and proper- 
ty: to guard and protect all legitimate 
foreign intorests ; to aid in preventing the 
spread of the disorder to other provinces

It would be best for the Military 
Commanders at Peking to confer and 
agree together whether to withdraw 
ornot. The United States noted with 
gratification Russia’s intention to 
shortly withdraw her troops from 
Newchwang and Manchuria. The 
French Government was willing to 
withdraw its troops, if such a step 
would facilitate the peace negotia- 
tions and would not be construed by 
the Chinese as a retreat. Lord 
Salisbury referred the "question to 
Sir Claude Macdonald; meanwhile 
on the 3rd of September Mr, Warren 
telegraphed to Lord Salisbury: 
“The withdrawal from Peking would, 
according to the information at my 
disposal, expose the motives of the 
Powers to certain misconstruction by 
the Chinese; and until the return 
of the Emperor and Empress 
Dowager, which should be made a con- 
dition precedent to negotiations, the 
bad effects of such withdrawal could 
only be obviated by a continuance of 
our military occupation of Peking.” 
We realise now the mistake that was 
made in not taking Mr. Warren's 
advice to muke the return of the 
Court a condition precedent to nego- 
tiations. On the Sth of September 
Sir Charles Scott sent the following 
telegram from St. Petersburg to 
Lord Salisbury :-— 

‘The substance of your telegram of 3rd 
September has been communicated to 
Count Lamsdorff, who quite understands 
our desire for fuller information of posi- 
tion at Peking before deciding our course 
ion 

Information is also anxiously awaited 
from the Russian Minister and General, 
together with their acknowledgment of 
receipt of their instructions. 

In the meantime, while paying full tri- 
bute to the pacific sentiments and aims set 
forth in the Russian Circular, the answe1

A letter in this sense I ad- 
dressed to their Director, who, Iam hap 
to say, promptly replied that he “ heartily 
agroed with the views expressed, and would 
impress upon his missionaries not only the 
advisability but. the necessity of ‘com- 
municating to their Consul any facts re 
garding the situation in their districts.” 

During the second week of Septem- 
ber the Yangtze Viceroys as well as 
Prince Ching and Li Hung-chang 
were urging the Allies to open the 
peace negotiations at Peking, to cease 
sending troops, “and to stick to the 
agreement for the prescemation of 
order and peace of the Yungtze

On the 
20th of September Lord Salisbury 
pointed out to the Chinese govern- 
ment that Queen Victoria could not 
oven send a reply to the Emperor of 
China’s appeal, “until the Emperor 
has shown in ‘some signal manner 
his disapproval of these shocking 
acts committed in the proximity of 
HLM. Court, and has issued stringent 
urders for the resene of those sufferers 
who may still have survived.” On 
the 18th the German Minister in Lon- 
don expressed the German Ewperor's 
view, that the first duty of the 
Representatives ay Peking was to 
indicate for exemplary punishment 
these leading Chinese as to whose 
guilt in instigating or committing 
the crimes (against. international law, 
committed at Peking) there was 
no room to doubt.”

To this the following note has been hand- 
ed German Chargé to-d: 

“Tn response to your inquiry of the 18th 
instant as to the attitude of the Govern- 
ment of the United States in regard to the 
exemplary punisiiment of the notable 
leaders in the crimes committed in Peking 
against international law, I have the hon- 
our to make the following statement : the 
Government of the United States has from 
the outset proclaimed its purpose to hold 
to the uttermost accountability the res 
ponsible authors of any wrongs done in 
ina to citizens of the United States and 
their interests, as was stated in the Go- 
vernment?s Circular communication to the 
Powers of 3rd July last. ‘These wrongs 
have been committed not alone in Peking, 
bit in many parts of the Empire, and their 
punishment is believed to be an essential 
cloment of any effective settlement which 
shall prevent a recurrence of such outrages 
and bring about permanent safety and 
peace in China. 

“Tt is thought, however, that no puni- 
tive meastires can be so effective. by way 
of reparation for wrongs suffered and as 
deterrent examples for the future, as the 
degradation and punishment ‘of the 
responsible authors by the supreme Im- 
perial authozity itself; and it seems only 
just to China that she should be afforded, 
in the first instance, an opportunity to do 
this, and then rehabilitate herself before 
the world. Believing this, and without 
abating in any wise its deliberate purpose 
to exact the fullest accountability from 
the responsible authors of the wrongs we

the United States is not disposed, as a 
preliminary condition to enteing into

Evnrorray connection with China 
dates from early times.

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EXIL YING WUN-SUN. 
29th April, 

We have refrained hitherto from 
commenting on the case of Ying 
Wun-sun, who was condemned in the 
Mixed Court on the 10:h instant to 
a fine of Tis. 2,000 and permanent 
expulsion from the Settlement, be- 
cause notice was given by his counsel 
of an intention to appeal to the Tao- 
tai. We are now, -however, informed 
that the appeal is not to be proceeded 
with, another proof of the value of 
second thoughts. It may be noted 
that in sentencing Ying Wan-sun, 
the Assessor added that if the culprit 
ever returned to the Settlement, he 
was to be dealt with by the police as 
aman returning from a sentence of 
deportation. The result of this case, 
which from time to time occupied 
the Mixed Court for nearly a month, 
cannot give anything but satisfaction 
to all foreign and native landholders 
in Shanghai and its neighbonrhood, 
as by the expulsion of Ying Wun-sun 
the notorions Shéngko Office, of 
which we have written strongly more 
than once, loses a great part of its 
usurped power. 

The principle that landholders 
should pay a fair compensation for 
any excess of or accretion to their 
land is admitted, though, after all, it 
is a one-sided princip'e, as no land- 
holder gets compensation for land 
eroded by the rivers and creeks, 
as some landholders on the Soochow 
Creek know to their cost. But Ying 
Wun-sun overstepped the mark, and 
carried his depredations to such an 
extent that his name became to a 
native landholder what the name of~ 
wolf is to a child. With native 
officials of high standing at his beck 
and call, he succeeded often in 
establishing a title to land which he 
would certainly never have obtained 
if the full ‘circumstances of the 
individual cases had been known. 
‘The rightful owners might protest, 
but were duly met with threats of 
imprisonment, and in at least one 
case an unfortunate owner was 
actually confined in the magistrate’s 
yamén in the city for eight months 
because he would not forego his title 
to his own land. 

The banishment of Ying Wun-sun 
will, we hope, cause all foreigners 
to be more particular about the 
character of the Chinese to whom 
they lend themselves; a man of this 
class should never be allowed to carry 
on his malpractices under the cloak 
of a foreigner. The Municipal 
Council, as the largest landholder in 
Shanghai, was probably in the 
strongest position to take up a case 
of this nature, and it is a matter for 
congratulation that the attempt has 
been so successful, for the sentence 
passed on Ying Wun-sun should

prevent his return here on any pre- 
text, We would again earnestly ask 
all foreigners, however tempting the

If this is 
done, the Council may rest satisfied 
that its efforts to suppress the ini- 
quitous Shéagko Office have not been 
thrown away. 

We must commend the action of

THE 
WRECK OF THE SOBRAON. 
Ist May. 
DANGERS on the coast are so well 


lighted, the laws of storms and 
currents have been studied and 
explained so fully, and steamers are 
so perfectly adapted nowadays to the 
trades in which they are to be 
employed, that it hardly enters into 
the calculations of a passenger that 
a first-class mail steamer can be 
wrecked when on’ her regular line. 
How the most capable judges regard 
the safety of the voyage between 
Shanghai and London is indicated 
by the fact that while when the 
Suez Canal was first opened the rate 
of insurance between these two points 
was three per cent, it is now about 
one-half of one per cent. The wreck 
of the P. & O. steamer Sobraon on 
Wednesday last on Tungying island 
is a rade reminder that greatly as 
the danger of accident has been 
lessened, it has not been abolished. 
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The admirable and mos¢ interest- 
ing, calmly-written story of the wreck 
by one of the passengers which we 
published yesterday morning gives a 
full account of the catastrophe and 
what oceurred after it happened. The 
Sobraon, a first-class powerful steamer 
of nearly ten thousand tons’ displace- 
ment, left Woosung with the mails at 
2 am. on the morning of Tuesday, 
the 23rd instant, for Hongkong on 
her way to London. About twenty- 
five hours afterwards, having covered 
three hundred and sixty miles at a 
speed of between fourteen and fifteen 
knots, she ran on a reef of rocks off 
Tungying island with such force as 
to smash her bows in for some 
twenty-five feet and crush in the 
whole of her bottom. She was going 
at such a speed that she lifted her- 
self with her decks well out of the 
water, and remained almost in an 
upright position, the shock being so 
gentle that the passengers hardly 
knew that she had stranded, and there 
was no panic of any kind. She passed 
within forty feet of a rock steep-to, 
that would have sunk her in twenty- 
five fathoms (150 feet) if she had 
struck it, when there would have 
been a calamity to record worse than 
that of the City of Rio de Janeiro at 
San Francisco. It is difficult to 
understand how the Sobraon came to 
be where she was. Our correspond- 
ent tells us that as late as 5.30 p.m. 
on Tuesday her position was ascer- 
tained, and the course was set to 
take her ten miles to the eastward of 
Tungying. She now lies on the 
western corner of Tungying, that is 
the side nearest the mainland, so that 
in less than ten hours she got about 
15 miles out of her course. Lf, as 
our correspondent says, the position 
of the ship was confirmed by the 
soundings taken at 2 am. on 
Wednesday, the fatal mistake was 
made in’ the last hour or so 
before she struck. What is certain 
is that the officers of the ship must 
have been convinced that they were in 
the right course, for no one would go 
down the China-sea and through the 
Formosa Channal on a thick night 
at fourteen or fifteen knots unless he 
was perfectly certain in his own 
mind tlat he was allright. It was 
no doubt a fortunate thing for those 
on board that she was going at the 
speed reported. 

While there is no one who does 
not sympathise with the P. & O. Co. 
in their loss of a fine new ship, the 
Company must also be congratulated 
on the fact that not a single life 
appears to have been lost. The 
behaviour of all on board, according 
to our correspondent, was perfect, 
and they were wonderfully favoured 
by the weather. It would have been a 
very different thing if there had been 
agale blowing, and seas breaking over 
the vessel. ‘Though the passengers, 
of whom a great many were women 











and children, had to be roused up 








and told to dress quickly and come 
on deck, there was no general rush 
and no sign of a panic among these 
helpless people, ‘no confusion on 





deck, no shouting of orders, no 
running to and fro. ‘here were men 
moving, Europeans and Lascars, 


evidently on business bent, but not 
in great numbers and not in a great 
hurry, certainly not in any flurry.” 
Is would be impossible to giv 
better tribute to the discipline 
observed on these big liners. Our 
correspondent says, and we are sure 
our readers will join with us in 
admiration of his fetter, considering 
the circumstances under which it was 
written and dispatched :—

For the behaviour of the women 
and children, their courage and 
patience, the story of this wreck 
should long be remembered. They 
had been put. into the boats, which 
were to lie off in a little bay close at 
hand, and this is what our corres- 
pondent says: “The boats were not 
crowded, no one seemed nervous or 
excited, though doubtless the strain 
of the last hour had been heavy, 


















particularly on the mothers of little 
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children. But whatever was felt there 
had not been a sign of excitement of 
any kind, all were calm and collected, 
and the advent of daylight lessened 
the strain.” Then all went back to the 
Sobraon to breakfast, after which 
they were all put on junks for 
Foochow. One junk, as we know, 
reached Sharp Peak, the others, 
‘after doing their best to beat down 
to the entrance to the Min river, 
returning to the Sobraon in time for 
tiffin. It was then decided to camp 
out in the little bay already men- 
tioned, and here everything possible 
was done to make all hands comfort- 
able—the crew remaining on board 
the wreck—until steamers came to 
take them away. “Before night,” 
says our correspondent, writing of 
‘Thursday, “tents were up for the men, 
and very much had been done to in- 
crease the general comfort. Neither 
officers nor men spared themselves. 
One would like to mention some 
names, but it would be difficult to 
tell when to stop, all have done their 
best and that best is a great deal. 
The most thorough-bred Britisher 
amongst us must find it hard to 
waintain the national tradition for 
grumbling. One or two have tried it 
but have failed, promptly, ignomini- 
ously; and have actually been con- 
verted 10 smiles and good-temper.” 
Tt confirms one’s respect for humanity 
to see a number of people who were 
just starting on a trip homeward, 
some only just saved From terrible 
sufferings in China, beari such a 
hardship as this so ‘admirably. 

How the Sobraon got so far out of 
her course we shall not know until 
the Court of Enquiry is held, if we 
do then. Whatever the finding of 
that Court may be, it will certainly 
be able to say that the behaviour of 
all concerned after the accident had 
occurred was above praise.

Yet there is no other way by which 
the individual can influence the results 
present and future, than first to com- 
prehiend the forces’ at work, and then to 
place himself in the right, relation to them, 
doing his best to put others there also, 
When this has been done, we have at least 
folfilled our duty, and may he content to 
Jeave the results to the future, which will 
continue to be under the same’ superintei 
dence a the past, leading into something 
Detter than thronzh the present low-lying 
and ominous clouds can now be seen.

At the twolfth hour it ‘strucl: Lord 
Lansdowne. The fact and the plirase are 
remarkable, but much more remarkable is 
the calmness with which this extraordinary 
confession has been received by the public. 
‘The manager of any private business who 
had so acted would be instantly, and right- 
ly, dischared. So would Lord Lansdowne 
if’ we regarded his respousibility ws auy- 
thing more than a joke. 
THe MHLITIA. 

Now let us turn to the question of the 
militia, For years past the Secretary of 
State has known thet the militia was some 
30,000 under strength; so indeed has 
exerytndy else. But the Secretary of 
State has not only known it, he has been all 
along regretting it, but not till the 20th 
February last, in the crisis of a war, did 
that regret find expression, and never, 
during the whole five years during which 
Lord Lansdowne has heen aware of and 
has heen regretting the condition of the 
militia, has he done one hand's turn to 
mend its fortunes, to increase its efficiency, 
or to improve its organisation, For “Lord 
Lansdowne” read » railway or bank man- 
ager, the bailiff of an estate, the foreman 
of a machine room, and what should we 
say to an answer similar t» that given 
above! Let any business man or any man 
who has ever earned a day's mages give a 
reply. 

THE DEFENCE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM, 

And lastly, for space, and not because the 
number of examples fails, what are we tosay 
of the last pronouncement: the calm ad 
mission that, ata time when all Europe may 
be in arms against us alwost any day, the 
United Kingdom is lefe with 90,000 men 
and boys, admittedly unorganised, admit- 
tedly ‘unfit, admittedly useless? ‘The 
situation is’ correctly described by Lord 
Lansdowne, and it is the direct and neces- 
sary consequence of the organisation for 
which he is responsible. And yet he is 
permitted to call attention to the matter 
acif he were a detached critic three doors 
off casually mentioning that. the washing 
was blowing off Mrs, So-and-So's clothes!

CHAIR-DEARERS’ CHARGES. 

‘The contract for chair-bearers and car- 
riers hxs been duly signed and stamped in 
the Wakang district. yamén. ‘The rates 
are xs follows = 

1.—Chairs from Sangpaopu rest-house to 
any point up on the mountain with two 
bearers, $1 per chair ; same rate down. 

2.—Chiirs to Yiits‘iu (foot of mountain), 
fty cents per chair each war. 

3.—People weighing over 200 Ibs., double 
rates (four bearers). 

4.—Carriers take up personal effects for 
‘one-half cent per catty, or fifty cents per 
load of 100 catties ; coming down the rate 
is forty-five cents per load. 

5.—Building materials, one to ten loads, 
fifty cents per load ; eleven to thirty loxis, 
at forty cents each ; exceeding thirty loads, 
thirty-three eents each. 

6.—Articles in such shape that the car- 
riers must kany or dai, fifty cents per man, 

7.—Wine cash (cumsha) inciuded in 
above prie-s. Visitors are r-quested to 
report infringements in complaint book at 
rest-house. 

8.—Rest-house keeper not required to 
on the Sabbath day. 
recommenced on the 
ng. 

EXPECTATIONS. 

A number of the houses have been 
engaged whose owners are xbsent on fur- 
lough. So many were prevented by the 
Boxer movement from going last year that 
the coming seaxon promises a full com- 
munity. The usua: committees on supplies, 
sanitation and laundry have heen appoint 
ed early in order to. perfect their plans. 
‘Tho Chincse Imperial Post Office will open 
promptly. The official rates in Chinese 
and English are to be printed and fur- 
nished to each house-owner and visitor 
who asks for a copy at the rest-house.

A 
mail arriving after 4 pam. is not delivered 
to those residing ou'side the city wall 
until the next day, and a mail going out 
must be sent to the office by 4 p.m. the 
day previous to the dispatch of the mail. 
‘There is room for improvement in the 
Imperial Post. 
CONTINUED RAINS. 

| The continued rains in the central and 
‘ southern part of the province have caused 
[quite a rise in tho Kan and Fu rivers. 
| There has been about a fifteen foot rise at 
| Nanchang. Another rise of a foot or two 
| will serious'y affect the crops in the low- 
thes« rivers. Much work has 
{heen done on the dykes along the river, 
| but not in a substantial manner. Annual 
[appropriations are made for this work, 
| which ga to enrich a few, while the people 
| supposed to bs benvtited by it suffer as 
| usual. 

| A FOREIGN CONCESSION 
| is evidently anticipated by the officials, as 
already there is talk of setting off a plot of 
land for this purpose. The point de- 
siqnated is the most desirable location 
‘about the city, having « beautiful river

MILITARY CHANGES 
have taken placo in nearly all the camps 
about the city. The new troops brought 
in ave all Hunanese men. These men 
began their abusive language towards the 
foreigners before they were all landed. 
Your’ correspondent called at once on 
the General in charge and informed 
him that we were not accustomed to 
such conduct in this city and thar it 
must be stopped a’ once or he mould 
be reported to his superiors, As a result 
of this visit we have heard no more ugly 
talk and your correspondent has been the 
recipient of some very nice presents from 
the General. 
THE CASE OF SUSG SHOU, 

We note in a recent issue of one of the 
Shanghai native papers serious charges 
are made against His Excellency Sung 
Shou as not only having refused protection 
to missionaries aud their converts but 
being largely responsible for the didicul- 
ties of last year in Kiangsi. We certainly 
say that no guilty man should be allowed 
to escape. But before executing our man 
let us be sure that the evidence is in- 
disputable. ‘This wholesile  denuncin- 
tion of officials is one of the causes of so 
much hatred toward foreigaers. In the 
seventh mouth of last year His Excellency 
issued an order to the magistrates and 
military officials throughout the province 
as follows :—"T command you mngistrates 
and military officials that” all foreigners, 
their churches and the native Christians 
are to be protected. No rioting is to be 
allowed. If in any place there are Boxers 
or other bad characters causing trouble to 
the churches, or looting or burning homes, 
all such characters are to be arrested at 
once and severely punished as a warning to 
others. The present difficulties between 
China and Foreign countries aro matters 
of the greatest importance. I command 
you officials to be on the alert to prevent 
any trouble arising. Let there be 10 
remissness on the part of anyone. Any 
oficial guilty of noglect and allowing 
rioting to occur in his jurisdiction will be 
severely dealt with. Obey this.” 


RIOTS NOTWITHSTANDING, 

‘Tho abore is copied from His Excellency's 
ofticial instructions to the various magis- 
trates and military officials throughout 
the province. In ‘the face of these in- 
structions rioting occurred, and that in 
some instances the officials made noxtten 
to prevent it could very easily be prov 
Among these I could give tho names of 
‘more than a dozen that have been removed 
from office but are still held responsible 
for the payment of indemnities. I cannot 
believe that His Excellency Sung Show 
was in nny way responsible for the troubles 
of last year in the Kiangsi province. 

A POLITIC LETTER. 

The following letter was recently 
received by the Rev. D. W. Nichols, Nan- 
chang, from the Peo Judge and the 
Tuotai in charge of Foreign Adairs in this 
province :-— : 

Reverend Sir 

We are just in receipt of 
a notice from Governor Li informing 
us of his having received a dispatch 
from the American representatives in 
Poking, regarding a communication having 
been sent thom, stating thet the mag 
iatrate of the Anfu Hsien had issued a 
proclamstion forbidding the mission- 
aries and native Christians in Anfu Hsien 
from building, renting or even stopping in 
the inns within the said Anfu Hsien, and 
furthermore saying foreigners would not 
be permitted in any part of the Kiangsi 















































province. a i 
‘We ara making careful investiga- 
tion as to the truthfuluess of these 





rumours, as we have long since instructed 
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the officials in every part of the province 
todo their utmost to give full protection to 
both masionaries and native converts, and 
farther where the missionaries have no pro- 
perty to assist them in renting comfortable 
quartere. As to the Anfu Hsien magistrat 
having issued such a proclamation, not 
permitting missiouaris ive Chri 
tians building, renting or living in that di 
trict, we have uo evidence of the truthful- 
ness of these statements. 

Reverend Sir ; you have been a resident 
of this province for several years, and in 
charge of an extensive work, and we have 
met you frequently in your home and in 
‘our yaméns, and no mention has ever been 
made of any hindrance offered you by the 
officials in the carrying on of your Worl 
Fearing there must bo some mistake in 
this matter, we should be glad if you 
would give us a written statement of your 
experience in renting property ; especially 
reyarding the attitude of the officials to- 
wards you and your work, that we may the 
more intelligently reply to the repre- 
sentatives of your honourable country. 
Bneclosing you a copy of dispatch received 
by Governor Li, ete.

‘To the above letter Mr, Nichols could 
only reply that during the past two 
yours no opposition had been offered 
him either im buying or renting of 
property, but on the contrary the offi- 
cials had rendered him every assist- 
ance and given full protection save in two 
or three places during tho rioting last yea 
‘That the officials are frequently to blame 
in stirring the people up against foreigners 

true, but it is equally true that the whole- 
le denunciation of the ollicials, and the 
conduct of many foreigners, c-ntribute 
much toward this hostility. Let us condemn 
those guilty of these outrages against 
humanity, and at the same time let us say 
a kind word for those officials who under 
most trying circumstances have done their 
best to protect us aud our interests.

DEATH OF THE PREFECT. 

‘Tho chivf event in the official world has 
heen the death of Sze 'Ta. 
Prefect uf Nganlu. He had’ been 
failing health for some time, and one 
morning the report was that he had died 
in the night. This, however, 
to be a falso report, although the’prefec! 
was then lying dangerously ill his death 
had not taken place, but that of his 
secretary who had been with him for 
many years. Two days later, however, the 








prefect died and the Chinese think he | 


was exceedingly fortunate, for now he 
will have his trusted secretary to assist 

im in whatever work he may have to do 
in the land of shades. 

A coop stay. 

‘The lato Szo ‘Ta-ren has (excepting one 
short interval) been prefect of Nganlufu 
for more than ten years. He was not a 
pushing man and has not done any great 
public work which will hand his name 
down to future generations like a prefect 
of 30 years ago who constructed an 
embankment to. protect the city from 
annual floods. He was, however, kind and 
considerate to his people and was easy of 
access to those litigants who had failed to 
secure justice in the lower Courts. For 
this reason he is spoken of with reverence 
and respect and his death at the age of 
64 is generally regretted. Lie was friendly 
to missionaries and has issued several good 
proclamations showing the positions of 
missions and urging his people not to

interfere with the work of the missionaries 
“in exhorting men to b= good.” Te was 
this official who received the “ extermi- 
natin«” Edict from Peking last summer, 
but who, instead of carrying it out, wired 
to Chang Chih-tung for advice, who im- 
mediat-ly replied instructing him to dis- 
regard the Edict and use every endeavour 
to protect chapels, missionaries and native 
converts. 

‘A few days ago all the officisls escorted 
his coffin to the river on the way to his 
ancestral home in Kimgsu, and a large 
crowd collected to see the last «f the official 
who had for so many years been connected 
with Nganlu. 











A ROBBERY. 

Soon after the prefect’s death the hsien 
was in difficulties through robbers hai 
st len two thousand taois of silver on th 
way from Wuchang to Heian for Imperial 
use. As the robbery took place in tive city 
whilst the silver wan in the charge of the 
headman of the mule hong, he was made 
responsible. ‘The hsien tortured him and 
broke his aukle boues, but he refused to 
confess any knowledze of the crimo. 
hsien then promised that if the silver was 
found ani returned he would not punish 
the robbers. This led to the recovery of 
the 40 shoes of sycee, some being found in 
wells, others in ponds and other places 
The iisien kept his word and has not 
enquired further into the case

‘THE WANT OF TROTECTION. 


‘The promise of a partial restoratio 
the old order of things rds shi 
has not been fulfilled ; business in im 
ports was fairly brisk at’ the op-ning, but 
native merchants have now instructed 
their southern agents to cease shijmnent, 
and there is a general foeling of unrest 
and expectation, there being a_ settled 
conviction in the minds of the natives that 
| the present attitude of Russia in respect to 
Manchuria must result. in a conflict be- 
tween that Power and Japan. It isimpos- 
sible to discover what the Russian authori- 
jes intend todo in the matter of safe guard- 
ing bean craft and protecting the river 
traftie; a special officer has been detailed 
to make the necessary enquiries and 
‘ errangements, so I understand, and tiat 
lis as far as affairs have progressed in this 
direction; when we consider that this 
subject was under discussion, and inves- 
tigated by Mr. Protasieff, Vice-sdmiral 
Alexeieff's Financial Commissioner, last 
autumn, there seems but little prospect of 
any definite and satisfactory result being 
arrived at in the near future.—Meanwhile 
50,000 «hih old beans and 40,000 shih 
new beans are lying at Tungchi: 
some 200 miles up river, awaiting the 
termination of these weighty and prolong. 
ed deliberations. Were some of their 
other actions preceded by a little delibera-

1 should enjoy the same liberty 
and privileges and have the same rights, as 
in the time of the Chinese nuthorities, 

Thirdly, the wrongfulness of the arrest 
was aggravated by the fact that it was 
made on the British Concession, on which 
property the Russian authorities have no 
right, as per Vice-Admral Alexeieff's 
aforesnid guarantee, to arrest even  China- 
man without first obtaining a warrant ftom 
H.B.M. Consul. 

‘To arrive at some motive for this very 
palpable disregerd of tho rights of other 
than Russian nationals, and direct ignor- 
ing of the assurance ‘yivea by higher 
authorities, ic will be iiecessary to trace 
the course of évents since the arrival of 
Major Rudcliff with four Sikhs and 216 
camp followers un the 26th ultimo. 







































‘THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 


Shortly after his arrival Major Radcliff 
applied to the Russian authorities for a 
p-ss to travel sone twenty miles inland 
to nttend a fair where some two to three 
hundred mules were to be put up for sale,

ation, and a telegram had to be dispatched 
tothe Admiral at Port Arthue before the 
requisite permission was forthcoming, 0 
delay of five days being ivevrred.

‘Tho publication of Imperial Edicts Inst 
Tune for the extermination of foreigners is 
one indisputable proof that the Chinese 
Government, and not any Boxer rabble, 
wus responsible for the atrocities that were 
committed. ‘The authorities are now trying 
to exculpate themselves from the infamy of 
the Boxer barbarities by ordering the recall 
of all edicts issued between certain dates, 
as false and unofiicial. ‘That diplomatic 
device will never wipe out the dishonour or 
atoue for thecrime of the events that roused 
the revulsion of the civilised world. Kriige 
bonsted that he would stagger humanity,” 
but the Buers never approxched the Boxers 
in their conceptions of cruelty and cold- 
blooded massacre.

THE NEW EASTERN PRAYA RECLAMATION 
SCHEME. 

A meeting of the marine lotholders on 
the Prays fronting the sea in the Wanchai 
district, froin Arsenal Street to Causeway 
Bay, was held in the City Hall on the 17th 
inst. to consider the proposals embodied in 
the scheme laid by Mr. Chater before the 
Government for the reclamation of the 
foreshore. Mr. Chater, who presided, 
made a lengt“y speech, in which he ex. 
plained the scheme and the proposals made 
by the Government, after hearing which 
the Hon, J. J. Keswick rose and said they 
had listened with very great interest to the 
lucid statement made by Mr, Chater, who 
had taken groat trouble inthe matter. He 
then moved the following resolution 
“That the proposils for the Wanchs 
reclaination embodied in the correspondence 
between Mr. Chater and the Government, 
published in the local papers, tie accepted 
in prineiple and that Mr. Chater is hereby 
authorised to forward this resolution te 
the Colonisl Secretary.” Mr. Raymond 
seconded this, and it was carried with 
acclamation. Mr. D. M. Moses then pro- 

















ing the sca authorise the Government to 
proceed forthwith with the preliminary 
surveys and plans and undertake to cou- 
tribute in proportion to theie marine front- | 
ages to the expenses incurred hy the Go- | 
venment in so doing.”

The three long-sentonced convicts (Mak

on the 97th March, and stabbing him, were 
brought up on 19%h inst. at the 
Court before the Chief Justice, 
Criminal Sessions, and tried.’ ‘Th 
soners were allowed to cull 
cross-exami the witnesses for the pro- 
secution. After a lengthy trial they were 
found guilty, and the Chief Justice passed 
sentence of six years’ hard labour on the 
first two prisoners, and of five and a-half 
yeais’ hard labour on the third remarking 
that they were all criminals of the worst 
type. The sentences will take effect on 
the completion of those which they were 
serving before the offence.

THE RECENT CRISIS. 

The recent crisis was wuch more serious 
mI at first imagined, principally, I 
believe, because the military chiefs threaten- 
ed to sweep the country into war while 
the slumbering Russophobism of the people 
being fully aroused there was not a voice 
raised in feyour of peace. 

On Saturday lest we were trombling on 
ths verye of a great e-nflict—not trembling, 
perhaps, but certainly ou the verge, Had 
Russia not backed down there would, T 
think, have been war. Most well-inforu 
ed Japanese said thero was no danger— 
no danger at all —but when questioned 
as to the grounds of this optimism 
they could only say,—‘‘Oh, of course Russia 
will give way.” It was likely that Russia 
would give way, but it was not certain, and 
there was on the other hand no unlikeli- 
hood in our northern friend declining to 
take a diplomatic fall at the hands of little 
Japan or in pushing bluf'too far, Russia’ 
somewhat supercilious answer to Japan's 
first representation was certainly risky and 
seemed to be based on information supplied. 
to his Government by the Russian Minister 
here to the effct that Jupan was only try- 
ing to produce, in her well-known imitativo 
fashion, a facsimile bluff resembling as 
much as possible the superior and highly 
fivished Russiun article. But a thousand 
symptoms soon showed that, whatever 
Marqu’s Ito’s intentions were at first in 
making a protest, the whole nation had made 
up its mind that if Russia did not withdraw 
the Manchurian couvention she would 
have to fight. I was much surprised 
indeed at the unanimous jingoism of th 
penple—students, merchants, literary men, 
and clerks all speaking calmly of helping 
the Government with their last sen if 
necessary in case there was war. But 
that word people includes in this case 
a very limited proportion of the Oc- 
cidentaliced Japanese, The common folk 
were not touched apparently at any 
time by the Manchurian controversy : they 
certainly exhibited no interest in tho 
matter. On the 3rd of April, a date 
which is always observed as a holiday here 
in honour of the first emperor of Japan, 
some 50,000 labourers were attracted to 
beautiful spot on the Sumida river by the 
promise, on the part of a Tokio puper, of a 
free lunch. Tho police authorities ‘only 
allowed 5,000, as a matter of fact, to 
enter the énelasure, but ths other 45,000 
were not far distant and hence the oppor- 
tunity for see ng the raw material of Dai- 
Nippon was unique, But during all that 
day the writer (who was present at the 
fate) witnessed no anti-Russian demonstra- 
tion of any kind, ‘The only demonstration 
that took place was directed against the 
unfortunate paper that had arranged the 
outing, by the 45,00C hungry souls that had 
had no dinner, Twas alarmed to see huge 
ornamental ar hes toppling over, imitation 
temples shaking to their foundations, and 
other fearsome manifestations while all the

A JAPANESE RIOT. 








It was certainly the most peculiar riot 
Lever witnessed. ‘The police were there— 
one thouswd strong—but they treated 
Jiemos with the most distinguished courtesy 
and Demos on his part kowtowed to them 
most politely whenever they made their 
appe-rance. ‘The police were not able to 
do much on account of their numerical 
wenkness—they were unihle to do any- 
thing indeed for what those mild and 
courteous rioters did not smash they 
burned ~-but it is somewhat singular that 
few or no arrests were made.

JAPAN AND COREA. 

Te is needless for me to point out that, in 
spito of her sotious diplonntio defeat’ by 
Japan, Russia is in Manchuria and pro- 
inbly intends to remain there permanently. 
What Japan will do, in case the Chinese 
court returns to Pekiny, and Russia refuses 
to leave Manchuria, it is not easy to say. 
‘The answer to that question will probably 
depend on the complexion of the Japanese 
Cabinet at the timo, but there are a hundred 
chances to one that in that case there w Il 
be war. 

Tt is not impossible, however, that Japan 
will finally acce, t Corea as evinpensation, 
‘Tho present temper of the people is quite 
against avy deal of the Kind, but even 
when Count Okuma was thundering that 
Corea is not Russia's to give, that Corea 
ix un independent State, there were to be 
found in Japan publicis's who were rather 
inclined to favour the arrangement. When 
matters settle down more this view may be 
taken by a larger number wot only of 
Tapinese but of Russians. On this ac- 
count some significmes may attach to 
Tapan’s recent, action in regard to Masam- 
pho.

They, as I know, have no intention 
of causi China trouble, neverthe- 
less China will be greatly disturbed by 
such conduct on their part, and opportuni 
ty will be given to the conservatives (anti- 
reformers) to call the reformers rebels, 
amen of bad reputation, and persons to geb 
rid of by any means. The result will be 
that the reformers themselves will thus 
put a stop to reformation. If the re- 
formers will take these things into con- 
sideration they will be grieved and 
| anxious. 

Moreover. H. M. the Emperor, having 
the strongest desire for reforms, issued in 
the 11th moon of the 26th year of Kuang 
Hsii an Edict ordering the Ministers of 
the capital and the different provinces to 
have the metho:ls of reformation sub- 
mitted to careful consideratjon and. 
jthorough consultation. ‘The Ministers 
in the provinces have replied by memorial. 
The treaty of peace is to be concluded, 
the Court is to return to Peking, new ways 
of ruling the country will undoubtedly bo 
adopted and ever; wx useful will bo 
carried into effect. To do this many 
capable men will be required, Chiu and 
Lin and others having been well educated 
nd being of great ability should hereafter 
serve the Government. Those who aro 
ordered to be arrested by the Imperial 
Edict are Kang and Leung. Nothing 
concerns the other scholars or reformers, 
even those who have been concerned jin 
the guilt of Kang and Leung will *bo 
excused and employed by the Government 
if they repent. and change their methods.

The Directors have to submit to the 

Shareholders the report and accounts for the 

eleven months ending December 31st, 1900. 

“Although the Company was formed late in 
January, work at the factory was not com- 
menced until the latter part of April, at 
which time the machinery and plant, were 
finally installed and in working order. 

‘Hardly had the work been fairly under 
way, and not much more than a month Inter 
when damp and hot weather set in, and after 
it was found that a considerable quantity of 

JIue was being spoiled in consequence, it was 
decided to close the works for the summer. 

Work was not resumed until {October 15th, 
so that out of the eleven months, the factory 
was only running about 3} months, and all 
working expenses were incurred, with the 
exception of bone, coal and chemicals. 

Temight be pointed out that the engineer 
engaged to do the work found, upon coming 
to China, that he had to contend with entire: 
ly different climatic conditions from those 
at home, and also a much inferior quality of 
hone, so that but a little over 14 per cent 
was realised in glue from the amount of bone 
purchased and deducting from this the 
amount of glue spoilt from time to time by 
sudden hot spells, the percentage was 
brought down as low as 10 per cent. 

This, together with an increase in the price 
of bone from Tis, 1.20 per picul to Tis. 1.83 
per picul, as soon as buying commeneed, and 
an unexpected increase in’ the consumption 
and price of coal, go very largely toward 
making up the amount of the loss sustained, 

“From the time the factory resumed worl, 
Aitfenltios hogan to appear owing to the lack 
of bone on account of insufficient working 
capital, and from time to time work had to 
be temporarily suspended, and this not. only 
very materially lessened the production of the 
glue, but increased its cost, and instead of 
working 63 piculs of glue per day, the 
averaze has only been about 23 piculs, 

‘As the result of a careful estimate, it was 





























found that, computing the value of the glue 
at Tis. 15 per picul, we were losing nearly 
ls. 1.70 per picul by working this small 
quantity of bone, and that, hy running at tho 


full capacity of 65 piculs. per day, that loss 
could be turned into a profit, as the working 
expenses would be but little more, and the 
output double. 

While we are aware that a considerable 
portion of this loss has heen occasioned hy. 
inexperience, which exists with every new 
venture, this heing overcome, the further 
losses have heen occasioned by a want of 
working capital, which has not only retarded 
the work, but has increased largely the cost 
of production.

EXTRAORDINARY MEETING. 

An extraordinary general meeting ad- 
joutned from lust week, of shareholders in 
the Yue Kang Glue’ Factory Company, 
Limited, was held yesterday fternoon at 
the offices of the Company, 161, Peking 
Rond, ‘The chair was occupied by Mr. J.

The Chairman swid—You have henrd 
the Resolution convening this meeting, and 
before any decision is made, it might be 
well to go into some explanation of the 
present state of the Company's affairs, so 
that you may be better able to judge ax to 
whether it is advisable to. wind the 
Company up finally, or for the purpose 
of reconstruction. ‘The liabilities and 
collectable accounts of the Company at the 
present time are ns follows: Turning to the 
Cont of working for the past three months 
wo find a loss, which is due entirely to 
Jnck of working’ capital. From January Ist 
to March Slat but 2, piculs of bone 
have been used, making the daily consump- 
tion on an average of 32.50 piculs or 
but one half of the expacity of the 
plant, so that, with but a small increase 
in the cost of production 100 per cent 
more glue could hive been made. In going 
juto the cost, however, we found that, to 
work 65 piculs of bone per day for 6 months 
in the year, and adding the running ex- 
-penses for the balunce of the yerr, vi 
Salaries, insurance, interest and sundrier— 
it would leave a profit for the year of but | 
slightly over 3 per cent, which’ would not | 
be worth while considering. It would be 
possible, however, to work the plant at 
Profit for 6 months out of the year by an 
outlay of from ‘Tis. 4,000 to Tis. 5,000, 
which would incresse its capacity almost 
double, and the cost of production would be 
relatively lees. It would dispose of 111 
piculs of bone per day, giving, as you can 
see, a profit of about’ 16 per cent on a 
capital of Tis. 100,000. ‘This estimate has 
been very carefully computed and the re- 
sult of our experience and 
working the plant is an observative 
is based on six month working, On a 
7 months’ working (which is quite possible) 
this profit can be increased at least 3 per 
cent. The prospects for : market for the 
glue and by-products are most satisfactory. 
‘About 140 piculs of glue have beeu sold at 
prices ranging from ‘Ils. 15 to Ts. 20, and 
the reason for larger sales not having been 
made is the reluctauce of the buyers to 


















































‘meet the increased price of Tis. 18. Dealers 
will have to takeour glue, as it is as good ax 
and much cheaper than the glue imported 
from home, and there is no doubt in the 
minds of your directors that our price ean 
be secured if the Company is properly 
backed financially. In conclusion I may 
say that to put the concern on a proper 
financial basis it would be necessary to 
have about Tis. 35,000, said amount to be 
raised as you may suggest. With these 
figures before you gentlemen, you ean 
decide which course would best be pursued. 

‘The resolution is this, “that it has been 
proved to the satistection of the meeting 
that the Company cannot by reason of its 
liabilities continue its business, and that it 
is advisuble to wind up the same, and that 
accordingly the Company be wound up! 
voluntarily, and that the present Board be 
and are hereby appointed liquidators for the 
purpose of such winding up.” If any gen- 
tleman has anything to say I should 
like him to state his views. If there i 
anything that the Directors, or managers, 
or secretary can say to show the position 
the Company is in we shall be very pleased 
to do so before putting this resolution to the 
meeting. I must state that I think really 
there is money in the business if it is 
worked properly and properly handled. 

L think we might make it» profitable 
coucern if ench shareholder is prepared to 
provider certain amount of money.

have been. However, we have no cause 
for complaint. Some of you would no doubt

conclusion that it was wiserato carry this 
amount to New Account, ‘and pay two 
dollars per share. ‘This, with the one 
dollar per share paid in November last, 
will make fifteen per cent for the year. 
This money, of course, is still yours and it 
goes to make your shares more valuable, 
In the Working Account, as you will have 
no doubt observed, most of the items 
show an increase when compared with the 
previous year, but this has been more 
than made up by increased business, 
‘There is an increase of over Tis. 7,600 in 
ies. This is on account of having to 
increase the salaries of some of our staff, 
ause of the rise of foodstuffs, rents, 

\d we have had to increase the num= 
ber of our employees as it was impossible 
to yet through the increased amount of 
business otherwise, and I am afraid, 
gentlemen, that wo shall have another 
increase under this heading to report for 
the year now running. ‘There is an 
other item which you must have noticed, 
that is $9,000 for Bad and Doubtful Debi 
This has been increased owing to excep- 
tional circumstances. On account of the 
recent troubles in China a number of our 
customers have had to leave the country 
without paying their accounts, and some 
of them, T'regret to say, have fallen vie~ 
tims to ‘Chinese persecutions. Some of 
those who have left China may return 
again, and as we have put in claims on the 
Chinese Government, there is a probability 
of recovering some of this amount. Hot 
ever, your Directors have deemed it ad- 
isable to make a larger provision under 

this heading than formerly. In the Bal- 
ance Sheet you will find that our property 
stands ata figure considerably below the 
actual value. Our fixtures also are put 
down at a merely nominal figure, and, with 
the sum we now propose to write off, our 
splendid bakery ovens, store fixtures, stud 
and vans will each stand at the very small 
sum of $300 each. I may also tell you that 
our stock has been very carefully. taken, 
and as almost everything is new, it is all 
of good value. Full provision has been 
made for any depreciation that is thought 
necessary. ‘The Capital Account needs 
very little explanation. In accordance with 
the resolution passed at an extraordinary 
general meeting, held on 2ist April last 
year, the capital of the Company 
was increaséd to 14,000 shares at $20 
cach, the new issue being offered to 
shareholders at par.

‘The following telegram received on Friday 
morning from Hongkong has been kindly |

struck the rocks on the western island of 
Tangying, about thirty-6ve miles from

“The other junks which were to hive 
lift the ship shortly after the Brst one 
have not arrived.

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GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION BY A 
PASSENGER. 


We started from Shanghai about two 
o'clock on the morning of the 28rd_inst., 
shortly after the arrival of the Gutzlaff with 
the outward mails and such passengers a3 
had not joined the Sobraon on her five 
Glock trip. Getting ou board after dark, 
what with dinner and settling in there was 
Tittle opportunity that night of surveyiuy 

the ship which we had hoped would affo 

us a ome for the uext five or six, weeks. 
We had heard good reports of the Sobraou, 
however. ‘This was her second trip to China 
and back, and she had shown herself a well- 
behaved ship all through, even in the 
typhoon she had experienced. When the 
wind carried away Ler bridge aud a boat 
or tro, the Subraon did not even put fiddles 
on her tables—so ran the legend, not too 
old to be believed. An inspection of the 
ship inthe morning showed at xny rate 
thet the Sobrion was a besutiful ship, 
apparently well found throughout. She

hundred and eleven’ tons 
with horse power reckoned at aix 
1 five hundred, making hor good for 
14 knots an hour without driving. ‘The first 
d second naloons are built on the spardeck, 
minin deck heing reserved for trooping 
purposes. Sleeping accommodation is pro- 
Fided on the epar and hurricane decks, the 
Bort deck above making a spacious ‘pro- 
menade. To say anything about the 
provisioning, cleanliness and ao forth of the 
Ship would be superfluous, Everything that 
could be expected by reasonable passengers 
seemed to have been provided and the 
yorage promised to be both comfortable 
and prosperous, At noon on Tuesday 
the twenty-third inst. a notice in the 
companion way announced that she had 
then completed one hundred and forty 
knots, A shower or two fell through the 
, we had little sun and though the 
wan cloudy it wns certainly not foggy. 
re were forty-three adult passengers and 
eighteen children on board, beside a few 
naval ratings invalided to Hongkong and 
London. Nothing of interest occurred 
Unroughout the day. At 8-18 in the 
morning I was awakened by a noise, or 
atany rate by a grating sensation which 
may have reached the slumbering brain 
through other than the aural nerve. I 
jumped out of my bank, but as [ found 
‘my shoes I felt a shock, a very slight shock, 
and the engines seemed to atop but to go on 
again immediately. By the time I gained 
the hurricane deck the engiues had ceased 
again and « glance over the side of 
the vessel nt the lapping water showed 
that the ship wes stationary, Another 
glance showed that we were in n fog 
through which I conld distinguish whut 
I took to be the form of «house 
distant only a few yards from the ship. I 
only met one other paraenger on my way up. 
‘There was no general rush of passengers, 
indeed the shock that threw occupants of 
the forecastle out of their bunks and jerked 
nsleeper on the bont deck forward in his 
berth was not felt sufficiently in the after 
part of the ship to arouse some of the sleep-

era, Without waiting to ascertain what was 
actually wrong I returned below, wakened 
my children and started them 'to dress. 


Dressing myself hurriedly I went up again 
‘and stood by a fellow passenger, evidently 
areafaring man accustomed to the China 
const, for hie hazarded the opinion that wo 
must’ be on the Alligator Rock about 
eighteen miles from Foochow—a , very 
good guess as it turned out, There 
wns no confusion on deck, no shout- 
ing of orders, no running to_and_ fro. 
‘There were men moving round, Europeans . 
and Lascars, evidently on business bent 
but not in great numbers and not in agrent 
hurry, certainly not in any flurry, I got 
below again and found the stewards about, 
aswell as some passengers whom they had 
awakened. Most were only partially dress- 
dnnd ali were douning, or had already 
donned the life belts provided in exch cal 

My party were dressed, or nearly so by this 
time, and they too put on life belts and 
catching up ® wrap or tivo we goton deck. 
‘The first thing noticed—the lights had not 
gone out-_was that the boat falls were 
jown, evidently the bouts were: in the 
water, Men were moving about more freely 
than before but still without any trace 
of confusion, all apparently engaged pro- 
visioning the boats, Someone told us to 
muster forward on a broad part of the 
hurricane deck. To this point all the ladies 
and children moved. Word came that 
those who had not dressed would have 
time to do ss. Several expeditions 
below were made for wraps aud valuables. 
‘All this time the vessel was on an even 
keel, we Knew she was aground, that 
nas'sil, As among the crew so among 
The passengers, No flurry, uo confusion. 
crying! Coffee was 
served out, with biscuit. More wraps wore 
brought up and by this time most were 










































fally dressed. About this time the ship 
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bumped a little, very little, and began to 
iat to starbonrd ‘in the direction in which 
Thad observed whnt seemed to be a house, 
but which turned out to be a cliffsurmounted 
by a lnrge stone which gave itthe appearance 
of a house witha chimney. ‘The passengers 
were gathered on the starboard side of 
hurricane deck a little forward of midships. 
‘Word was passed that the women and child- 
ren were to go forward. Farewell words 
and kisses were intercharged with the 
wives and children, Imt we did not 
dwell on that. Quietness and order 
reigned without, peace within, And they 
disnppenred forward into the gloom. By this 
time it was not very easy to retain a foot- 
hold on the wet deck. It had rained a little 
earlier, we judged. ‘Then word came for 
the men to move forward, but the elderly 
and sick were helped by the hale and strong 
among the passengers, as all were by the 
stewards and others of the ship’s company. 
None went empty-handed, for little had 
gone with the women and children. It 
was very dark, the moon wis about 
five days old, and the fog was as thick as 
ever. We passed slowly forward and found 
Captain Wibmer standing at the head of 
the companion ladder. And now for 
first time I heard an order given. It 
from the eaptain himself and it was given 
to the officer in charge of a boat to move 
away, to anchor beside the others and so 
make way for another at the foot of the 
companion ladder. Everything had been 
doue orderly, all but silently. Shortly after 
the boat in which I was moved ‘away. 
Tt was notmore than 4.45 when the ship 
was cleared of hor passengers. Of course 
if it had been necessary we could have 
been in the boats in much less time. 
About five o'clock it was light enough to 
see something of our whereabouts, and by 
this time the fog had lifted considerably. 

‘The starboard boats were all in the water 
as we could see, and as we aterwardslearned 
the port boats also, save the steam Inunch 
which was stowed on the port side, and so 
was not practicable at short notice. ‘The 
list to starboard was now about thirty 
degrees, certainly not more, and it has not 
since increased. ‘The boats with the pas- 
sengers, three or perhaps four in all, lay 
side by side iu a little bay, under precipi- 
tous and very rugged rocks, and across the 
mouth of which the ill-fated Sobraon lay. 
Oue boat was now recalled to the ship's 
side to rescue the mails and a case or so of 
bullion, ‘Lhe boats were not crowdod, 
no one seemed nervous or excited, though 
doubtless the strain of the last hour had 
Deen heavy, particularly on the mothers 
of little children, But whatever was felt 
there had not been « sign of excitement 
of any kind, all were calm and collected 
and the advent of daylight lessened the 
strain, The night had been calm, 
that is to say, there bad not been 
any wind to speak of. Shortly before 
six o'clock I returned to the ship at the 
Cuptain’s request to endeavour to establish 
communication with the natives who 
now began to assemble in sampans aud 
junks in quite considerable numbers. 
Pastongers baggage was belng gut out of 
the cabins and out of the hold and Captain 
Wibmer having now the advantage of 
daylight and being somewhat reassured of 
the ship's safety in the mean time, ordered 
breakfast to be provided on board, the 
passengers to return a boatload at « time. 
Confidence iu the ship's stability increased 
momentarily however and shortly all were 
ouce more on board, leaving everything 
ready for an immediate return to the boats 
which were alongside. 

While the passengers and some of the 
ship's company were at breukfast, others were 
engaged transferring the baggage to three 
Junks, When they had got se much as 
they could carry on board the passengers 
were told off to them in the ship’s boats 
and about §.30 two of the junks started 
for Foochow. The wind had ‘blown up: by 
this time and was coming fairly strong from 









































the South Eust or thereabouts, ‘These 
junks went to the Westward of the Tung- 
ying Isiand on which the Sobran had 
struck. The third junk, in which the 
writer was, did not get ‘off till perhaps 
9.15. We altempted the passage between 
Tangying and ‘Tungptien a narrow gut 
up which we tacked in the teeth of the 
wind, and an hour and a half later 
dropped auchor beside one of the junks that 
left earlier, in a fishing village harbour on 
the South Western end of Tungp'ie 
‘Phe other junk had 
She had the mails on board, with several 
passengers, mostly seafaring men, I 
ey, which may acconnt for her going 
on, When the two boats met, the second 
officer who was with us decided to retu 
to the Sobraon—a decision which gr 
relieved the passengers who had had quite 
enough beating agxinst the wind in a 
Chinese junk, the women and children for 
the most part violently sick and no prospect 
of making a port that day. ‘The junks 
had exch two masts, one small” one, 
and about five men. ‘They were well hu 
dled apparently. These Chinese fishermen 
are accustomed to their craft and to these 
waters and seem to make careful and efficient 
navigators. We were alongside the Subraon 
very shortly and after a brief delay went 
on board again for tifin—ay about one 
o'clock, Several plans were here discussed, 
the ultimate decision being to land the 
passengers on a pebbly beach just round 
A jutting rock bu the starboard quarter 
of the ship. The slip herself was steady 
enough and would have been more com- 
furtable for the passengers but a cha 
in the wind i 
her safety, heuce Captain Wibmer wisely 
decided to land them, but to keep the 
‘s company, two hundred ant twelvo 
meu all told, on board, save of course those 
needed (o see to the wants of the shore 
pitty. ‘The ship’s boats took us round and 
landed us without difficulty, Before night- 
fall, stores, bedding and water were lauded 
in abundance. All worked with a will aud 
before night fell a tent was rigged up for 
the women and ch 1 couple of fires 
were lit aud food prepared. ‘Lhe men 
folk stretched out on a sail cloth on the 
ground, the officers and others taking in 
turn to wateh, ‘Toward mon z 
a thunderstorm but the Kept all 
dry and the men might have been worse 



























































































‘Thursday the twenty-fifth was a misty 
‘Tho ship's boats male many trips 
bringing supplies of all sorts that we might 
be prepared against any exigency. A ship 
passed Northyward about noon of the twenty 
fifth but twelve rockets failed to attrac: 
her attention. Before night tarpaulin tents 
were up for the men aud very much had 
been dune to increase the general comfort. 
Neither officers nor men spared them- 
selves. One would like to mention some 
names but it would be difficult to tell 
when to stop, all Lave done their best, antl 
that best is ‘n great deal.

Postal Guide in a cheap form is opportune 
and timely, aud a step in the right 
direction 

Even in the west the public are lament- 
ally ignorant of Postel rules, as may be 
|seon by w cursery glance at’ the reports, 
sued from time to time by the Post 
[Oltice officials. In the last Annual 
{Report of the Postmaster General for 
| Great Britain and Ireland, it is stated that 
the totel value of property found in 
undelivered letters which had to be opened 
in the Returned Letters Offices was 
£725,613, Articles found loose in the 
Post’ hind increased during the last 
four years by nearly 80 per cent. The 
number of Postal packets posted without 
address during th+ year under review was 
288,607. In 2,767 of the unaddressed 
letters were found cash and bank notes to 
the value of £136 and no less than £9.628 
in bills, cheques, money orders and postege 
stamps. Aud this in spite of the pains 
taken by the Post Office in issuing cheap 
literature containing information on every 
branch of Postal business ! 

Any effort, therefore, to enlighten the 
peorle and help them to understand the 
Postal system, and remove misconception 
regarding an institution which is: destined 
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in the nesr futore to be one of the main 
factors in che reform and elevation of this 
people, is to be heartily welcomed, and wil 
no doubt be highly appreciated by the 
Chinese.

a great part of the entry and literati of 
the country owing to the disproportionate 
measures of punishment demanded where 
really guilty officisls are lightly dealt wi 
whereas those who are known to be in- 
nocent of premeditated evil have consider- 
ably severer sentences passed on them. 
In the matter of Chckiang, for instance, a 
number of the more enlightened gentry, 
merchants, and literati of that province 
openly declare that the two really guilty 
ofticials ar ex-Goveruor Liu Sh , the 
author of the riets at Chiichou, "a 
Pao Taotai of Chiichou, who executed the 
former's instructions in regard to the forged 
Accrees of the 20ch and 2st June issued by 
Prince ‘Tuan.

At JL o'clock on the 18th the sham of 
fire called out the guards aml tire piqus's 
of various regiveuts. It was seen to be 
within the Imperial city, and very soon it 
became known that the headquarters of the |

The Field Marshal had a narrow e, 
having to be pulled out by one of the high 
windows. ‘The Chief of ths Staff, Ma. 
General von Schwarzheff, was ertished to 
death by the collapse of the roof of the 
rooms he occupied. His budy was re- 
covered from the débris the following 
morning.

‘Moralists have been strengthening 
it since the dawn of their nation’s history, 
and it has now become the national religion, 
and seems to be impervious to the attacks 
ofallinvaders, Like the wonderful banyan 









































tree, whose lower branches send down 
perpendicular shoots, which in turn take 
root and become new stalks, so that large 
areas are covered with firmly root.d trunks, 
inseparably joined, that render the treo 
absolutely indifferent to the fiercest storm, 
so the first principles of Filial Piety, drop-

But dogs and horses are likewise 
able to do something in the way of supports 
without reverence, what is there to dis- 
tinguish the one support from the other?” 
Itis true,he further renmrked, that “whilst 
‘a man’s parents are alive, the son may not 
go abroad to a distance,” nor must a filial 
“son, for three years, alter from the ways 
of his father.” Ench of the “instructions ” 
is obviously open to severe criticism.

‘They lay down 
minute rules for the instructions of the 
younw, so that a child is as familiar with 
his duty as a public schoolboy is with 
the terminations of Amo. ‘Boys and 
girls who have not arrived at the age of 
manhood and womanhood, at the first eock- 
crowing must wash their hands, rinse their 
mouths, comb their hair, and form it into a 
tuft. They must then brush off the dust, 
tie ‘on their bags, well supplied with 
perfumery, and hasten at eatly dawn to 
their parents to inquire if they have 
eaten and drank.” Nor is disobedience 
mere peccsdillo. “For there are threo 
thousand crimes to which the one or the 
other of the five kinds of punishment are 
attached as a penalty ; and of these no one 
ig greater than disobedience to parents.” 
We see therefore what forces are ab work 
to mould the Chinese mind from his earliest 
years. “From conning stich precepts the 
Jad is imbued with a respect for his parents 
that finally becomes intensified into a 
religious sentiment and forms as h+ in- 
creases in age his only creed—the worship 
of ancestors.” 
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Filial Piety is, moreover, not only in- 
culeated in the standard text-books, it is 
further presented to the minds of the young 
‘by means of rough woodeuts and coiouret 
prints. ‘The famous twenty-four cartoons, 
by which some ancient artist has illustrated 
the degree of perfection to whi 
Piety had reached, even in his day, are 
familiar to every boy. These stories would 
probably be interesting to European child- 
ren were they reguded as fairy tales. 
When we, however, regard them as a 
record of actual facts, they would appear 
somewhat ludicrous. ‘The paragons of 
Filial Piety whose deeds are here immor- 
talised, lived of course long ago, when the 
world was young and the minds of men 
were not warped. It appears from one of 
thes: stories that mosquitoes are nob a 
modern triumph of the laws of evolution, for 
at least two thousand years ago they worried 
men ns they worry them to-day. But 
a young devotee of Filia! Piety, only eight 
years of ago, « genius in his way, hit upon 
the following plan to seve his parents from 
the uttacks of these pests.” Mosquito nets 
had not yet apparently been invented, 
this young hopeful hit upon the exped 
of yoing to bed early, whereupow he lay 
perfectly still all night—not even mo 
Fan—so-that the fa ily mosquitoes 
gorge thmselves on him alone 
parents xo free.

izity of the United States, and stating 
belief in’ the good will of the American 
government towards the nutortunate people 
xo long dominated by a government incapa- 
ble of giving them the liberty so ardently 
desired. He calls upon the people through 
this proclamation, to cease fighting an wn 
equal war, to return to the paths of peace, 
aud to place no further obstacles in the way 
ofr complete pacification ofthe archipelag, 
He acknowledges the power of the United 
ates, and the incapacity of the Filipino 
rament to lead its people into the 
romised Land of an ideal Republic, 
‘The proclamation is not without its lessons 
to the people who have so long looked up 
to Aguimaldo as the incarnation of all that 
wat wise and good, It shows them that 
mau is uot infullible aud that when a wise 
man sees his error, the wisest thing to do ix 
to retract that error.

The following is the English text of 
Emilio Aguinaldo’s address to the Filipino 
people, publisked on the 19th ultimo in 
nglish, Spanish, and Tagal :— 

To the Filipino People :— 

T believe that Iam not in error in pre- 
suming that the unhappy fate to which 
my adverse fortune has led me is not a 
surprise to those who have been fami 
day by day with the progress of the war. 
The lessons thus taught, the full mean- 
ing of which has but recently come to my 
Knowledge, suggest to me with irresistible 
force that the complete ation of 
hostilities and  lasti 
desirable but 
welfare of the Philippines. 

The Filipinos have never been dis 
by their weakness, nor have they falter 
cd in following the path pointed out by 
their fortitude and courage. The time 
has come, however, in which they find 
their advance along this pati impeded by 
an irresistible foree—a force which whi 
it restrains them yet enlightens the mind 
and opens another course by presenting 
to them the cause of peace. This cause has 
heen joyfully embraced by a majority of 
our fellow countrymen, who are already 
united around the glorious and sovereign 
banner of the United States. In this 
hanner they repose their trust in the be- 
Jief that under its protection our people 
will attain all the promised liberties which 
they arc oven now beginning to enjoy. 

‘The country has declared unmistakably 
in favour of peace: so be it. Enough of 
Hlood; enough of tears and desolation. 
‘This wish cannot be ignored by the men 
still in arms if they are animated by no 
other desire than’ to serve this noble 
people which has thus clearly manifested 
its will. 

So also do T respect this will now that it 
ix known to me, and after mature de- 
Jiberation resolutely proclaim to the world 
that I cannot refuse to heed the voice of 
a people longing for peace, nor the 
Jamentations of thousands of families 
rning to sce their dear ones in the en- 
‘ment. of the liberty promised by the 
enerosity of the great American nation. 

By acknowledging and accepting the 
sovereignty of the United States through- 
out the entire Archipelago, as I now do 
without any reservation whatsoever, I 
believe that Iam serving thee, my be 
loved country. May happiness be thine!
